they had to be carried to the’hospltal and hopes 
are entertained that they willrecover. | 

Tal Vin ts tho name of the man who used 
kulfe with such terrlble effect.

Very lew facts have yet leaked ont respecting 
the revolt in the Philippines. All sorts of 
ttorles are current ; some of them of an alarmiag 
nature; bat the real. cause of the trouble, the

real leaders dnd Instizators of the rebellion aro 
atill wanting, and until wa are in a position to 
alive more rellable {nformation than has yet been 
published we mast decline to add fuel to the fire 
by publishing ctatements that can only tend to 
turn the ripple on the'sarface Into roaring billows, 
We havo been informed (roma highly trustworthy 
sourco that there is no cause for uccasiness 


‘about the residents of Manile, and there ts 


reason for belleving that the Spanish troops and 
gunboats at Manila are well able to protect the 
port from fovasion by the rebels, The programme 
of the rovolutlonisis seems ‘to have included 
the seizore of Manila, but the authoritles seem to 
Have been wall Informed of what was going on 
and were able, at the right moment, to act 
vigorously, upset the calculations of the leaders 
(whoeves they may be), and drive the rebels off 
feom tho town, It ls sald’ that the Governor 
General was to be murdered and that the offictals 
who attended his funeral were to be atticked 
and the town of Manila sxcked. It appears that 
the Government commenced operations by 
arresting a number of the conspirators and that 
the natives thereupon rose and attacked the 
troops, Several engagements followed, resulting 
in the rebels being driven ‘off with grea!

“Art, VIk.—Courts-martial as provided for in 
the respective cases by the code of military 
justice shall be competent to try the offences

“Art, VIT,—Rebels who present themselves to 
‘the Authorities within forty-eight hours of the 
publication of thts proclamation shall be exempt 
from the penalty for rebelllon, except the beads 
of seditloas groups. and those repeating thelr 
offences. The heads referred to, if they submit 
within the tlaie allowed, will have thelr puvish« 
mont commuted to the lowest or medium penalty 
provided nthe case, .
